Presiding Judge Sanborn 
Dissents — Contest Has 
Been One of Legal Tech- 
nicalities. 


The United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals today reversed Federal 
Judge Faris’ award of the Gov- 
ernment-owned fleet of four tow- 
boats and 19 barges to Edward F. 
Goltra and quashed the restrain- 
ing order issued by Judge Faris re- 
straining the Secretarysof War 
from seizing the fleet. 

However, the Court of Appeals 
stays the effect of its decision by 
a stipulation that, if Goltra ap- 
peals te the United States Supreme 
Court within 30 days, the restrain- 
ing order shall remain in force. 
This permits Goltra, if he chooses, 
to retain the fleet which he now 
is operating on the Mississippi 
River until the tedious procedure 
leading to a Supreme Court deci- 
sion has been completed. 

Court Divides, 2 to 1. 

The decision of the Circuit Court 
of Appeals was divided, 2 to I, 
Presiding Judge Walter H. San- 
born upholding Goltra’s right to 
the. barges and the propriety of 
the ‘Yestraining order. 

The majority opinion was writ; 
ten by Judge John C. Pollock of 
Kansas, concurred in by Judge J. 
EF. Symes of Colorado, It supports 
the demurrer of the Government 
that it is immune to suit... Judge 
Faris overruled this demurrer. 

The Appellate;Court now orders 
that the litigation be terminated 
unless the Government consents to 
being made a party to sul The 
present decision declares that Go)- 
tra’s suit for possession was 
“doubly illegal’ because the ques- 
tion of tefmination of his lease for 
the fleet was placed within: the 
discretion of the Secretary of War, 
“thus taking it from the jurisdic- 
tion of the court.” Goltra forfeit- 
ed whatever right he had to the 
barges, the Appellate Court holds, 
by his fallure to operate them for 
a long périod after he obtained 
possession. | 

The fight betwéen Goltra and 
the Government over the fleet has 
been a contest of legal technicali- 
tles since its inception two years 
ago. The merits of the controver- 
sy as to whether the Government 
or Goltra could best serve the pub- 
lic interest with the fleet never 
has been admitted to court dis- 


ycussion. 


Goltra obtained possession of the 
fleet at its completion itn 1922 un- 
der the terms of a contract made 
during the Wilson administration. 
Thereafter for more than a year

S. A. Connell, operative in 
charge, for several days has de- 
voted the larger portion of his 
time to receiving by § telephone 
tips of a new counterfeit in circu- 
lation. In each instance it has 
proven to be the genuine new $5 
certificate. The face of the boa 
tificate is printed in black, th 
the seal, serial number and a large 
figure five in blue. The reverse 
side is in green and white. The 
certificate contains a picture of 
Atraham Lincoln, and on both 
pides there are many words “five,” 
many “V's” and many “5's.” 

While hundreds of persons have 
been refusing to accept this genu- 
ine certificate, two bill raisers 
have succeeded in dispdsing of 
more than 30 $1 bills which have 
been raised to appear to be $20 
bills. This has been accomplished 
by erasing the word and figures 
and writing in the “twenties” and 
“20's.” None of those who have 
accepted these bills have discov- 
ered their alteration—the detection 
ir every instance has been by a 
bank which received them from 
customers for deposit.

Speaking of the medical educa-

skilled medical practitioners or so- 
called healers to tamper with the 
highly organized and technical hu- 
man mechanism. Persons who es- 
say to practice the healing art 
without a scientific knowledge of 
anatomy and bacteriology are 
frauds, he declared, and it is to 
drive these charlatans from the 
State that the campaijgn of educe- 
tion has been instituted.

The James Boys and the

Jor ai JAMES kas been credited

or discredited with having in- 

vented the art, science or indus- 
try of train robbing. That probably 
is because he was Jesse James. To 
him personally has been attributed, 
in public print and\ private theory, 
the first faint glimmering of the 
notion that, since a bank could be 
robbed, why not a railway train? 
_ Largely because of his alliterative 
name, so easy.to ejaculate from the 
tongue, Jesse James became, long 
before his final exit, a sort of sign 
or symbol of super-humanness in 
rough-and-ready outlawry. Had 
his name been John Williams, Jo- 
seph Richardson or anything simi- 
larly ordinary, the likelihood is tha: 
his reputation as a riproaring free- 
booter would not have been in his 
lifetime, and would not have re- 
mained until this day with promise 
of preservation to a far future, the 
most spectacularly impressive ‘!n 
all outlaw annals. When his proud 
parents named him Jesse, the late 
Mr. James was labeled to an un- 
suspected immortality. 


Although it ys a fact that Jesse 
possessed qualities unique, stand- 
ing out in bold relief from the 
general dead level of the border- 
bandit pérsonnel, there is little 
doubt that Lady Luck hovered 
above his christening with approv- 
ing smiles—-that the James and 
Jesse combination, the short and 
snappy cognomen and the likewise 


short and snappy Christian name 
| of the Baptist preachers blue-eyed 
boy, served him well indeed in his 
pecullar avocation; it ~was a stroke 


of genius on the part of Mme. 
Nomenclature. In many respects 
Frank James was a far abler out- 
law than Jesse was, and the same 
statement applies to Cole Younger; 
but both of them were outdis- 
tanced in the race to premier re- 
pute when the.youngest of the 
three was christened Jesse James. 


Well, perhaps Jesse James did in- 
vent train robbing. If not he, then 
some member of his gang must 
have been the inventor, for the 
first railway train holdup that ever 
happened has been charged up to 
the James-Younger group; and 
since July 21, 1873, no reason has 
popped up from any source to dis- 
lodge belief in the justness of that 
charge-up. The -chief wonder is 
that these enterprising Missourians, 
who.are supposed to have invented 
daylight bank robbing in 1866, 
waitéd seven years to start the sis- 
ter industry of train robbing.

Two outlaws boarded the express 
ear, held up the messenger and 
compelled him to open the safe. 
rhey got all the money it contained, 
hardly more than $3000. Twelve 
hours later an express train carry- 
ing $75,000 in gold wassed safely 
eastward over the replaced rail. 
The advance agents of the outlaw 
band had made a miscalculation in 
time. 

The passengers were somewhat 
longer than was the conductor in 
reaching realization of the startling 
fact that the train had been 
wrecked by robbers. Some of 
them, suffering from the sock of 
sudden derailment and stopp2¢é, 
were too much bewildered to un- 
derstand what they were expected 
to do when the robbers entered the 
coaches and ordered hands up. It 


iwas such a novelty! 


The gang got several hundred 
dollars and a quantity of jewelry 
from passengers. They mounted 
their steeds and set their faces 
couthward. Back for poor old Mis- 
souri, where, in spite of every- 
thing, it felt like home! 

News of this outrage was pub- 
lished through the land, and even 
in Europe. If news is the unusual, 
then truly this was news. It was 
not merely unusual, it was unique. 
The outlaws had started something 
new, and as the very first sample 
uf their novelty they had com- 
mitted a murderous crime which 
mnight have resulted in many 
deaths instead of but one. Public 
indignation was such that the ban- 
dits kept under cover more nearly 
opaque than ordinarily for several 
months. 

The y following the Adair af- 
fair five men on horseback stopped 
for dinner at a farmhouse in Ring- 
gold County, Iowa, just above the 
Missouri line. The farmer, who 
had not learned of the crime, had 
a pleasant conversation with the 
men.

West many a stage coach had been 
held up and its driver and passen- 
gers made to stand and deliver. 

There was, therefore, nothing 
new under the sun in the episode of 
Jan. 15, 1874, on the highway be- 
tween Malvern and Hot Springs, 
Ark., save that it was a new sort of 
advinture for the highwaymen who 
held up the Hot Springs stage. Five 
men from Missour!, who had passed 
the night at Hot Springs, left that 
famous health resort that morning, 
traveling eastward. Having therr 
own gaddle horses, they did not 
wait for the outgoing stage, but 
they did wait for the incoming 
coach. It was one of those big old 
Concord coaches, picturesque 
enough to deserve the honorable 
and romantic place it occupies in 
dignified fiction. 

Fourteen passengers, men and 
women, were aboard, bound for the 
springs and their hot and healing 
waters. The Hot Springs Reserva- 
tion Is a United States Government 
institution. The area including the 
hot springs was taken over by the 
Government in early days to be 
preserved permanently for the ben- 
efit of the American people. ‘The 
city surrounding the springs, with 
the scenery in and adjacent to the 
city, is one of the most beautiful 
spots in America. In the days be- 
fore Hot Springs had railway com- 
munication, it was assumed that 
only the rich could get there, trav- 
eling expenses being high. 

The bandits hi®in the brush 
about five miles east of Hot 
Springs. An houg before noon the 
stage came lumbering along. The 
holdup jynen arose. Frank James, 
according to tradition, called 
shrilly upon the driver to halt. The 
passengers were ordered to alight 
from the coach. Lined up at the 
edge of the road, they submitted 
to search and seizure. Money and 
jewelry were turned over to the 
outlaws. Clell Miller and Jim 
Younger are supposed to have been 
the men who took the loot from 
each passenger and put it into the 
customary sack. Former Gov. T. 
A. Burbank of Dakota Territory 
was one of the passengers. One 
of the robbers remarked that Bur- 
bank looked like @ detective. An- 
other passenger had a Southern 
accent. 

“Were you in the Confederate 
army?’ inquired one of the high- 
waymen, a big, handsome man of 
genteel aspect. 


“I was,” replied the passenger. 


“Name your regiment, company 
and Colonel.” 


The passenger named them. 


“So was I in the Confederate 
army,” said the ibg robber. “I 
served under Gen. Jo Shelby of 
Missouri.”’ 

Thereupon he handed back to 
the astonished Southerner the 


watch and chain and the wallet 
the traveler had given up. 

“We never rob Southerners,” 
said the large man, assumed to 
have been Capt. Thomas Coleman 
Younger, late of Gen. Sterling 
Price’s army and earlier of Capt. 
William C. Quantrill’s guerrillas; ’ 
“especially Confederate soldiers we 
hold exempt. I and the gentlemen 
of my present party, who have had 
the honor to relieve you gentlemen 
of your extra equipment because 
we need it perhaps more than you 
do yourselves, are old Confederates; 
and we are forced to follow this ir- 
regular business because we have 
been persecuted in our own homes, 
our families outraged, some of our 
loved ones foully murdered,  be- 
cause of our wartime sympathies 
and activities. No, gentlemen—and 
ladies,”” removing his hat and bow- 
ing low, “‘we never molest ex-Con- 
federates; but,’ with a swift side- 
wise glance at Gov. Burbank, “de- 
tectives, Pinkertons in particular, 
are not on our exemption list. We 
are sorry to have detained you, and 
now”’—to the driver—‘“you may 
climb to your seat and drive ahead 
for the beautiful little city of Hot 
Springs and its waters of healing.” 

If it was Cole Younger Who made 
that little speech, the 200-pounder 
fromm Jackson County did some biz, 
tall talking not altogether truthful. 
Throughout their careers the 
Jameses and the Youngers were in 
the habit of insisting that their 
depredations were strictly against 
Northerners, and their apologists 
were still more insistent upon that 
point. The fact is that all the 
banks they robbed, excepting the 
one at Corydon, Ia., and the one 
they tried to rob at Northfield, 
Minn., were in Southern States, if 
we class Missouri as Southern.

The further fact is that all of the 
trains they robbed, save one in 
Iowa and another in Kansas only a 
few miles west of the Missouri line, 
were in Missouri. In robbing a 
bank or a train they never inquired 
as to the political or sectional pro- 
clivities of their victims. Southron 
and Northron alike delivered up to 
them at pistol’s point. The Hot 
Springs stage affair was exception- 
al. 

Thus falls to ground another con- 
siderable slab from the flimsy 
structure which the friends of the 
Missouri outlaws constructed for 
them, the fabricated notion that 
they were engaged in outlawry be- 
cause they wanted “vengeance.” 
Our late friends from Missouri, 
once they got hell-bent for bandit- 
ry, robbed banks, trains and stages 
primarily because they wanted— 
and very probably needed—the 
money.

A strenuous effort will 
now be made to obtain a binding 
French pledge of no discrimination 
against Great Britain, and if this 
is unobtainable, a serious dispute 
is inevitable. 

The facts that have alarmed the 
British Cabinet are these: Church- 
ill, in a House of Commons state- 
ment on the British attitude, de- 
clared Great Britain could expect 
“pari-passu” payments, meaning 
sums equivalent to those paid to 
the United States must be pald dt 
the same time to Great Britain. 
Rejects Churchill's Interpretation. 

It has assumed here France ace- 
cepted this principle and Ambag- 
sador Crewe, the last occasion be- 
ing only 10 days ago, reported 
the Foreign Office that Briand 
told him in conversation France 
agreed to pari-passu treatment. 

But on Tuesday of this week, 
while Ambassador Flueriau was

SAYS BRITAIN DIDN'T 


BOOST RUBBER PRIES| 


Officer of British Library of 
Information. Asserts They 
Were ‘Stabilized’ in 
Malaya.

The British Government is not 
to blame for the rising price of 
rubber, which is being reflected in 
thie United States by the soaring 
price of automobile tires and tupes, 
Angus Fletcher, associate director 
of the British Librdry or Informa- 
tion, New York, told the English- 
Sreaking Union, at luncheon yes- 
terday at the Missouri Athletic 
Association. 

His discussion of the subject, was 
prompted by a question of a St. 
Louis editor itn the. audience. 
Fletcher, a native of British South 
Africa, is in touch with the situa- 
tion through his _  informationa) 
work. 

“The greater part of the world’s 
rubber,” he said, “is produced in 
Malaya, on British and Dutch soil. 
The United States Rubber Co. has 
large rubber plantations in both 
territories. The United Statee con- 
sumes the greater portion of the 
world’s rubber. Unlike other com- 
modities, the price of rudbe.s did 
not follow a steady upward course 
during and since the war. The 
price, which in 1914 was $1.95 a 
pound, declined to 15.1 cents in 
1922, but production cos:s in- 
creased. (A St. Louis tire manu- 
facturer at the luncheon quoted a 
price yesterday of $1.18 a pound.)
